All this tax, though unpaid, and, for the 
time, legally set aside, is still a lien on the 
property.

During the nine months preceding 
January, 1877, over $250,000 of this tax was 
voluntarily paid, the owners of the property 
finding that they could make no transfer of 
the same, nor in any way borrow money or 
otherwise dispose of the property without 
first paying the taxes. The tax generally 
bears an interest of 10 per cent, which is, 
by the second and subsequent sales, com- 
pounded, and is therefore accumulating at a 
much greater speed than is warranted by the 
ordinary rates of interest.

FAVORABLE SIGNS IN THE RIGHT QUAR- 


It is well known that the War of Secession 
was characterized with special earnestness 
and infatuation by reason of an inspiration 
which it gained from two classes other than 
the professed politicians and soldiers. We 
refer to the women and the clergymen, each 
of whom entered into the conflict with their 
wonted enthusiasm and abandonment. It is 
woman's nature to throw her whole soul into 
whatever cause she advocates; and, once 
committed to it, she is apt to be blind to 
opposing facts and to fast-coming and ob- 
vious consequences. We see this in social 
life, when her affections have been bestowed 
on the man of her choice, even though all 
others feel that he is unworthy of her. No 
argument or opposition makes an im- 
pression upon her; and the latter, if 
carried too far, only embitters her 
mind, and leads to desperate measures. 
Similarly, we notice that, in religion, she be- 
comes the greatest devotee, the most enthu- 
siastic convert, a tireless proselyter, and an 
unshrinking martyr. @ does not often 
enter into politics; but history shows that, 
when she has done 60, she has risked every- 
thing upon her favorite party and measures, 
and has been ready to go to the wildest 
lengths in securing her ends. These charac- 
teristics came out in the War of Secession, 
which had no more heated and passionate 
advocates than the women of the South, who 
did not a little to create a social sentiment 
which was irresistible, and which impelled 
husband and sons, lover and friends, to enlist 
in the Confederate ranks. We fear that they 
have hardly yet accepted the defeat of the 
loved lost cause,” and that their persistent 
social ostracism of incoming Northerners, 
whether male or female, who show 
friendship for the negro, and who 
try to elevate him by education and 
religious effort, hinders the progress 
of pacification. Still, something has been 
gained in that quarter by the self-vindicating 
power of goodness. 

Now let us turn to the clergymen of that 
section.

DIVIDING THE PLUNDER. 

We printed in our last issue an extract 
from the London Truth, giving a theory as 
to the real intentions of Russia in the pres- 
ent campaign against Turkey, which may be 
true and may not be. It has at least an air 
of probability, and if pursued by Russia 
would lead to results that would undoubted- 
ly preclude any possibility of intervention 
by the other Powers. The theory is, that if 
the Russians cross the Danube, as they most 
assuredly will, they will establish themselves 
in Bulgaria and endeavor to make a junction 
with the victorious Montenegrins, instead 
of attempting to cross the Balkans into 
Roumelia. By reference tothe map it will 
be perceived that a junction of this kind 
would throw the Russians below Servia, an 
effectually cut off Bosnia and Herzegovina 
from Turkey, leaving them for absorption 
by Austria or for annexation to Servia into 
one strong Principality, and allowing Mon- 
tenegro a share of the southern end which 
would give her the plains and pasture-lands 
which she so much needs. Having occupied 
Bulgaria, north of the mountains, Russia 
would then dictate a peace upon the 
basis of uniting Bulgaria with Wal- 
lachia into an independent Power, thus 
forever freeing this magnificent val- 
ley of the Danube from the persecution 
of the Turk, and bringing it all under the 
rule of the German Prince Cart of Rou- 
mania. In consideration of this cession, 
Russia would take Moldavia, which is, to all 
intents and purposes, Russian now, and 


' would secure also the control of the mouth 


of the Danube. Roumelia, or the territory 
south of the Balkans, would only be affected 
by the treaty so far as guarantees would be 
demanded for the good treatment of the 
Sclaves in that Province. By such an ar- 
rangement as this there would be no danger 
of intervention from Austria, as the compen- 
sation for Russia's acquisition of territory 
would come in her own acquisition of Her- 
gegovina and Bosnia, which would give the 
Austrian Sclaves immense strength. It adds

THE TAX-COLLECTION II. 
The House of Representatives at Spring- 


field has passed Mr, Marraews’ bill amend- 
ing the time for the payment of taxes. Aft 
present taxes for State, county, and city fot 
a current year attach to all property on May 
1. Some time during the summer the valua- 
tions are made, the assessments equalized, 
and the tax levied. In December, the last 
month of the year, the tax books are put 
into the hands of the Collectors; the Col- 
lectors hold these books until the March fol- 
lowing, when they are returned to the 
County Collector, who, during the summer, 
publishes the delinquent list, and applies for 
and obtains judgment against the delin- 
quent property, and in due time proceeds to

but during the succeeding year, and in this 
county after the Ist of July. A consequence 
of this is, that the county and city have to 
carry on their Governments by funds raised 
in anticipation of the revenue.

Mr. Marruews’ bill, which has passed 
branch of the Legislature, provides that, 
after the 10th of March annually, all unpai 
taxes on real estate shall be legally delin 
quent, and thereafter shall draw interest 
the rate of 2 per cent per month until paid ; 
but on all such taxes on real estate paid 
or before the 10th day of February—that 
between December and the 10th of Fe 
ry—there shall be allowed a discount of 
per cent on the gross amount of the tax and 
special assessments so paid. On all pay- 


ments made between Feb. 10 and March 10, 


a discount of 1 per cent shall be allowed. 
This provision will be of great benefit to 
the city. It will result in the collection of a 
large part of the city and county revenue 
before the 10th of February, instead of in 
July, as at present. It will offer to the tax- 
payer, large or small, an mducement to pay 
the tax. As the city and county now pay in- 
terest on all their revenue for an average of 
ten monthsin the year, the collection of 
taxes in February will be a great saving of 
interest even after paying the discount. At 
present persons allow their property to be 
sold for taxes, the penalty being the light 
one of 10 per cent interest after sale; but 
under this law the penalty for the non- 
payment of taxes will be at the rate of 24 
per cent per annum, dating from March, and 
not from the date of sale, as heretofore. 
We trust that now that the financial man- 
agement of the affairs of the city has been 
placed in proper hands, and that a rigid 
economy has been adopted, the taxpaying 
public will co-operate in these measures of 
good government by availing themselves of 
this plan, saving not only 4 percentage 
of their own taxes, but saving a mach larger 
percentage of interest on the expenditures 
of the government. No wiser or better 


amendment to the Revenue law has been pro- 


posed than is contained in this Marruzws 
law. . 


THE INDICTED COMMISSIONERS. 

The County Ring evidently makes good 
use of its stolen moneys for its own protec- 
tion. It seems impossible to reach the 
county thieves by public clamor, through 
the newspapers, or Courts, or the Leg’'sla- 
ture. Not only do the thieves make the tax- 
payers pay the money which they steal for 
their private purses, but they also levy upon 
the public the money with which, in one 
way and another, their immunity from pun- 
ishment is purchased. It seems now that 
the Commissioners who were indicted will 
escape, not because they can demonstrate 
their innocence to the satisfaction of an im- 
partial Judge and jury, but because the wit- 
nesses against them have disappeared along 
with the importance evidence of record on 
which they were indicted. 

The story of the indictment of these fel- 
lows and their probable escape is interest- 
ing, as showing how helpless the public is, 
under the present laws, to save itself from 
the thieves, or to punish them when their 
villainy becomes palpable. The County Ring 
is empowered by law to select the Grand 
Jury. Of course their selections were for a 
long time of a kind which did not in the 
least disturb their peace of mind; they ap- 
pointed Grand Jurors who would not prob- 
ably have indictedthem under any circum- 
stances. One month, however, the Com- 
missioners to select a Grand 
Jury within the time required by law, and it 
then became the duty of the Sheriff to 
impanel the jury.. A number of leading citi- 
zens were selected, and there was at last a 
chance for presenting rascally County Com- 
missioners before the same tribunal that ex- 
amined criminal charges against other men. 
The result was an indictment of several of 
them along with their principal outside opera- 
tor. The law was found to be inadequate to 
reach their cases in a simple and direct 


— 


when the trial was called, the State had to 
ask a continuance because Carpenter had 
disappeared, and now it turns out that his 
private book is nowhere to be found.

There are all sorts of explanations,—one 
that a young man presented himself at Mr. 
Surrn’s office, saying he was Mr. Mus 
clerk, and had been sent for the account- 
book; another, that Mr. Surrn carried the 
book to the State’s Attorney's office when Mr. 


Mn was notin, andsoon, All this is of 


very little consequence, as the book is gone, 


and the blame attaches to the circumstance of 
its being allowed to go out of the hands of 


the State in the first instance. Mr. Ro 
will do Well to explain this. 

How long the people of Cook County will 
submit to this plunder and betrayal on all 
sides, is an interesting problem in the study 
of popular forbearance under great injury. 
The law is defective, so that public thieves 
cannot be directly reached and punished, 
and the Legislature refuses to change 
it. The people are powerless to purify 
the Board by election, because they 
are permitted to choose only five Commis- 
sioners each year on the district plan, and 
the Legislature refuses to furnish an oppor- 
tunity for voting the scoundrels out of office. 
The Ring has the selection of Grand Juries, 
and it is not likely that, by another over- 
sight, they will again permit the Sheriff to 
impanel a jury at all disposed to indict any 
county thieves. Once indicted, the law 
enables the rascals to take a change of venue, 
which unreasonably delays their trial, em- 
bartasses the State’s prosecutions, and gives 
time for the evidence against them to be got 
out of the way. And, finally, when there is 
a probability that they will be convicted in 
spite of all obstacles, it is found that the 
witnesses have been spirited off and the 
account-books stolen. If all this does not 
make a showing which entitles the taxpay- 
ers of Cook County to relief at the hands of 
the Legislature, then nothing short of bribe- 
ry will reach that body. 


THE INDUSTRIES OF INDIA. 

The recent repomts of the East India Com- 
pany, touching the production of India and 
its capacities. for manufacturing industries, 
furnish at least one very sufficient reason to 
account for the jealousy with which England 
watches every movement of Russia that may 
damage or even menace her Asiatic posses- 
sions.

In Bombay Island alone there 
are now thirty-one, and ina short time the

C Mose, May 4.—The wonderful success which 
haa attended the shipments of fresh beef and other 


immense and increasing demand 
ments. The first shipment was 
White Star Line Steamship Baltic from New York 
to Liverpool, and was composed of fresh beef, 
pork, oysters. and prairie chickens. That arriving 
in good condition the following order ensued: 

Manon 11. 1875.—Ship 50 head of cattle, 108 head of 
hogs, 50 barrels of oysters, 60 turkeys. 

But right here there is to follow another new de- 
parture. These ocean shipments of dressed meats 
by refrigerators have abundantly shown that dress- 
ed meats should also be transported by refrigerator 
cars as well as by refrigerated apartments on steam- 
ers, and all our meats brought from 700 to 1,500 
or 2,000 miles westward should be transported in 
refrigerator cars, and thus avoid the immense logs 
by shrinkage in weight and the cruelty to the ant- 
mals. 

Two or three dead cattle are often found in a car 
upon its arrival. It is estimated by cattle ship pers 
that every car-load of eighteen cattle shrinks 5 p er 
cent of the net weight, and this not off farm 
weights, but stock-yard weights, twelve hours off 
from food and water. Asa rule, every car-load of 
cattle shipped 700 miles or more alive will 
shrink upon an average $50 per car-load 
of say eichteen cattle, and in this no allowance 
is made for the occasional lose of a dead animal, 
or the necessary discounts to be made upon those 
beevesthat are bruised and chafed against the 
sides of the car, as is the case more orless with 
every cart load of live stock. The price of beef in 
our markets has been enhanced from K to ¥ of @ 
cent per pound owing te the demand for forei 
shipments. And from present appearances the 
means, regularly established, and cost of transport- 
ation by steamers, are wholly in favor of the Amer 
ican shippers, and are therefore not only likely to 
continue, but to greatly increase, owing to the su-; 
— advantages our American stock-growers 

ve in pasturage in the far Western unfeneed 
valley and mountain grazme rounds, 
here be interesting to refer to the an- 
nual report of the Chicago Stock Yards for 
some figares to enlighten us upon this eubject of 
growing interest and importance. Referring tothe 

Stock-Yard reports we have the figures 
upon which to base at least an approximate esti - 
mate of the annual losses totally and absolutely 
unnec „ and ch can be avoided wth the 
facilities for shipments now being provided for by 
refrigerater cars capable of carrying fresh meats 
from 1,000 to 3,000 miles, as may be required, in 
rfect condition. There were received at the 

nion Stock- Yards in Chicago in 1876 1,096,745 
head of cattle, 4, 100,006 hogs, and 364, 095 sheep. 
In this we have 62,020 car-loads of cattle at 18 
cattle percar. Itis found by years of pra 
experience in shipping stock alive that they shrink 
upon an 982 about $50 per car -load for all that 
are run 700 miles and over, and if the 8 to 
Eastern markets be added, it will exceed $50 per 
car. In other words, first quality becomes second, 
and second quality becomes third, and so down. 

** Comfort cars, so-called. have at times been 

rovided to only eight cattie to the car, — 

ving stuffed cushions between the cattle. This, 
however, is not a success, as the cushions chafe as 
much as theirown soft, hairy sides, and then the 
cost of transportation dy these cars is doubled, 
since they carry only one-half as many cattle to 
the car as in the common live-stock car, and these 
last only about one-half as many as are carried in 
a dressed form m the refrigerator cars. It is not 
too much to say that three-fourths of all the stock 
arriving here rans over 700 miles, making an actual 
shrinkage, at $50 per car for cattle alone, of 
$3,146,500 per annum. This does not allow for 
the 25 cents per head at feed-stations, and for at- 
tendance with prod poles“ on the way, which 
will far exceed the expense for ice and increase of 
rates of freight in refrigerator over live-stock 
cars. The shrin upon hogs and sheep is less 
than upon cattle, for they haveachance to lie 
down and rest, which the cattle are never allowed 
to do, because of injury to each other by being 
trampled upon by their weighty companions. 

If, then, the shrinkage of the weight of hogs and 
sheep be added to that upon cattle, as given above,

THE EXPOSITION. | 
PROSPECTS FOR A BRILLIANT ART DEPARTMENT, 
The preparations for the Inter-State Exposition 
of 1877 commenced at an early date, especially a¢ 
many mavufacturers had made special exhibits at 
the Centennial, and were desirous of using the 
same products of manufacture at anotner public 
display. The Art Committee, consisting of Messrs, 
Clarke, Brown, MacVeagh, Asay, and Stickney, 
was appointed in January, and immediately organ- 
ized for work, obtaining information and securing 
promises of desirable examples of the fine arts. 
The leading artiste of America have replied ina 
very cordial manner, and many have promised to 
make preparations for the occasion as a very im- 
portant event. Already the Committee feels 
the necessity of a__—s rigid selection 
from the amount of material at their 
service, as oll paiutings and Water-colors are now 
partially promised which will more than fili the 
rooms. At no time since the initial year of 1873 
have the Exposition officials been obliged to ac- 
cept whatever is offered, and it is intenaed to raise 
the standard of admission each — for this is 
better than to increase the capacity of the art hall, 
which now holds more works of art than most vis- 
lors can conveniently er profitably examine. The 
Committee has received important assistance from 
several private tlemen, especially John F. 
Stafford, so well known to all the best artists of 
New York, a few of our wholesale merchants with 
close relations with the East, some 
of the wealthy Quaker families of Philadelphia. The 
result of all these multifarious influences brought 
to bear are now beginning to appear, and sufficient 
progress has been made to show that the art de- 
1 — will be worthy of the Exposition of 1877. 
he intentian to fill one room with dric-a-brac, 
though limited almost strictiy to ceramic art, 
having knewn toa few rs of rare 
and costly pottery, they have generously offered 
to loan anything necessary to supplement the dis- 
play in this special departmemt. in the same way, 
a correspondence having been quietly commenced 
with the most influential water-colorisis of this 
country, the American Society of Painters in 
Water-Colors did not wait for a formal invitation, 
but in a very generous spirit voted that 
they would exhibit on the terms originally 
proposed. Mr. A. F. Bellows wrote that he had 
no important work reaay in water-colors, since ne 
lately given so mach attention to his work in 
oil, bat that he would try to prepare a large one 
for the especial occasion, and also to send two or 
three smaller ones. Mr. H. Farrer was greatly 
encouraged at the evident interest taken in water- 
colors in the West, and thought that a strong ex- 
hibitian would be feasible every year. Mr. W. T. 
Richards, of Philadelphia, sent a very polite ac- 
knowledgment of an invitation to exhibit, and 
would not fail to send some of his work. J. W. 
Champney not only would be very glad to be rep- 
resented, but he had taken the pains to see several 
Boston artists, who were also pleased with the 
idea. Numerous other artists have replied in a 
kindred spirit, and the success of special 
water-color display in one of the important rooms 
is assu 
The space allotted to oil paintings is restricted 
this year by the importance of the other art de- 
ments. Prof. J. F. Gookins had no trouble in 
securing from his old friend, Walter Shirlaw. the 
promise of the ~< = picture, 1 in 
the Bavarian Highlands, of which t canvas is 
Private gentle- 
men, through personal friendship with members 
of the Committee, have promised important paint- 
ings which have never been exhibited, and encour- 
aging negotiations are in progress for some pict- 
ures of striking quality. From his acquaintance 
with the importance of the Exposition art display, 
Mr. William H. Beard used personal 
influence with the oil-painters, and Mr. J. 
C. Nicholl soon converted the water-color- 
iste to the advantage of a strong exhi- 
bition, and thus the ground was well prepared for 
the action of the Committee. which is convinced 
that there will be no difficulty in obtaining all the 
paintings it may desire, and of excellent quality. 
The Exposition opens Aug. 29 and closes Oct. 13, 
so that the pictures will begin rapidly to arrive 
early in the month of August. 


SUIT ON A BOND. 
CITY FUNDS m .THE MANUFACTURERS’ NA- 
TIONAL. 

When David A. Gage as City Treasurer in 1872 
began depositing the city funds in the Manufac- 
turers’ National Bank, he took an indemnifying 
bond in the penal sum of $500,000 to secure him 
against any possible loss. This bond was signed 
by Ira Holmes, the President of the bank, Charles 
Comstock, James Kelly, Joseph A. Holmes, Will- 
jam A. Butters, Samuel J. Walker, and William 
M. Tilden. The bank failed in September, 1873, 
and in December following after Gage had been 
alleged to be a defaulter he drew his check on the 
bank for $15, 000 payable to George Taylor, Trustee, 
but, of course, it was not honored, Suit wos then 
— ms the official bond, the damages being fixed 
at $20, . 

The defendants made a variety of defenses, but 
the chief was that by the ongi agreement the 
bond was not to be binding on the signers unless it 
was executed by all the stockholders of the bank. 
As a matter of fact, William H. Adams never signed 
it, but the bond was nevertheless nanded to Gage. 
Another defense was that Gage had, contrary to 
law, deposited 840. 000 in the Manufacturers’ Na- 
tional Bank, on which he was to receive 4 per cent 
interest, and that the law provided if he loaned 
the city money at interest he and all others con- 
nected with him in the transaction should be 
deemed guilty of embezzlement and punished as 
such. The original amount was deposited Dec. 27, 
1870, and $25, 000 was withdrawn Dec. 30, 1872, 
and it is also claimed that the remaini $15, 000 
was, by a secret arrangement wita the bank to which 
the stockholders and makers of the bond were not 
parties, allowed tolie on deposit at 4 per cent in- 
wrest. 

The case was tried before Judge Gary last Thurs- 
day and Friday, and a jury, and occupied two days. 
The Judge instructed the jury that the burden of 
proof to show that the bond was not duly delivered 
was on the defendants, and if the evidence on the 
subject, aside from the provisions of the was 
pay balanced, the jury should find for the 
plaintiff. The defense that interest was paid on 
the deposit wae not good. and the jury were to dis- 
regard such evidence. If it was shown that Gage 
had $15,000 in the bank which it refused to pay 
after demand, and such evidence was undenied, 
then he should recover.

It is conse- 
quently an attribute ef the intellect or reason, 
rather than of the emotions or pussions and affec- 
tions, — faculty of the male rather than of the fe- 
male mental and moral constitution. Shakespeare 
is rigidly true to correct u principles 
when he thus represents Macbe(A falling. mainly 
through the perversion of the conscience, and his 
wife altogether through the perversion of the emo- 
tional nature.
